WAR WITH THE KOREANS, 


We have received the following telegram from Tientsin via 
Kiachta :— ° 


“War declared by France in Korea. The American schooner 
“ General Sherman ran ashore on 5th Oct. ; forty persons mur 
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# ‘decad by Koreans.” This vessel was announced as having left 
Chefoo for Korea, with a large crow and heavily armed, in 
the London and China Telegraph of the th Oct. The above 
intelligence confirms the announcement made in a previous 
issue that the French Admiral would act entirely on his own 
responsibility, and without the special instructions of his Go- 
vernment. He has probably precipitated a second Cochin 
China conflict, for which the Emperor will not thank him. 

The advices by this mail from Shanghai 19th September 
report the French Admiral at Chefoo on the point of starting 
for the Korea, The English Admiral was at Tientsin, and con- 
sequently has not joined the French in this expedition. 


JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 

From Yokohama we have news to the 13th September. The 
French mail of 17th July was delivered on the 7th September. 

Our advices tend to a certain extent to confirm the report of 
the Tycoon’s death. The Japan Herald first announced on good 
authority his serious illness, and then his rumoured decease. 
The Japan Times says :—“ It is now almost beyond a doubt that 
something has happened to the ‘Il'ycoon. It is a well known 
custom among most Easterns to conceal the death or abdication 
of a prince as long as possible, to avoid the disturbances which 
factious men or pretenders to the vacant throne might create, and 
to give time to the new monarch to fix himself firmly in his seat. 
Thus it was at the death of the last Tycoon, which happened 
when Lord Elgin and Baron Gros were here in 1858 arranging 
the treaties—the ambassadors were informed that he was 
‘sick,’ which was given as a reason for his not receiving 
them. Now, the same report is industriously spread regarding 
his successor, but we believe the truth to be that he is either 
dead or bas abdicated.. We have reliable information that, 
finding the affair of Chosiu too much for him, he had expressed 
awish to retire into private life, but that the Mikudo would 
not permit this, on account of his having recently become his 
son-in-law. Since this he has been officially reported sick, while 
the rumour of his death gains ground daily among the common 
people. Whatever has happened to him, the recent and sudden 
impulse given to the prosecution of the war would seem to in- 
dicate that a more powerful mind was directing affairs. The 
chartering of the Fusiyama and the purchase of the Dumbarton 








are evidence of this. ‘Stotsbashi, for some time his Prime 
Minister, is thought by some to have succeeded to the Ty- 
coonate, but this we think highly improbable. ‘Though a 
talented man, he has not the requisite landed property, and 
consequent influence, which would ,enable him to hold such a 
position.” 

‘Wo have further particulars"of the operations at the seat of 
war in the South which we published in our last. The Kestrel 
formerly a gunboat in H.M.’s navy, but lately purchased and 
refitted by a mercantile firm, happened to be at Simonoseki 
wifen the attack on Kokura took place, and the burning of that 
town and destruction of the Tycoon’s arsenal was witnessed 
from her deck. The Kestrel entered Simonoseki to procure 
coals on the evening of the 10th of August. The Olentosama 
was lying in the harbour, and some little distance from the 
town the Fusiyama and three other steamers of the Tyooon 
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= 
apparently blockading the entrance of the Straits at the Naza- 
suki end, Just before midnight the Otentosama was observed 
to get up steam and cross the straits towing a Japanese 
built ship full of soldiers, She returned and towed 
over a second body of troops and an attack was then 
made upon the town of Kokura; successfully, for by 4 
AM. the whole place was on fire and the batteries there silenced 
and Chosiu’s people returned to their own side with seven new 
Blakely field pieces as the trophies of their victory. When the 
firing had ceased, the Kestrel once more started for Nagasaki, 
and it was when she had got a little below the burning town of 
Kokura and nearly approached the Tycoon’s ships that a shell 
was fired at her frem the Kokura side, This fell short 
and then six solid shot were fired at her in rapid 
succession from the battery, but happily without effect, 
though two of them passed through the rigging and close 
to the mainmast. Coming out of Simonoseki har. 
bour, it is very likely that, in spite of her flag, the Kokura 
gunners believed her to be one of Chosiu’s ships. We have! 
not heard whether it is intended to take any notice of this in- 
sult to the British flag by the Tycoon, but the explanation we 
have given of the shots having beea fired at her under the impres- 
sion that she belonged to Chosiu, being probably the true one, 
would doubtless bo readily received. For the protection of 
British commerce, however, we should be glad to hear that a 
gunboat had been stationed in the Straits. The Chusan was, 
also fired at once from the Simonoseki side, but this shot ap: 
pears to have been, in the opinion of most of thuse ou board of 
her, intended for a signal. 

Sir Harry Parkes has very properly issued notifications for- 
bidding ships to carry Japanese troops, arms or munitions, 
through or into the Straits, or, indeed, to stop there at all in | 
making the passage, and a British ship of war will probably be | 
stationed in the Inland Sea to see these regulations carried out. 

Apropos of the Pelorus ichibou transation (a notice of which 
will bo found in our leading columns), the Javan Herald pub- 
lishes the following slight amendment to the account given last 
mail :—“The amount actually exchanged by the Pelorus is less 
than is generally asserted. ‘The claim put in was for $5 days, 
viz, from 29th May to 21st August—but there were not 
enough bous at the Custom-house, All they obtained, therefore, 
was for 20 dass, from 29th May to 17th June, $9,000 ex- 
changed for 27,990 bous, the lack of bous alone preventing 
their eachanging the balance of amount claimed, $28,965. It 
will thus be seen that altiough the amount tiey succeeded in 
obtaining was not so large as generally supposed, the claim 
was for even a larger sum, These facts being made public may 
have the effect of preventing any further attempts at back 
exchange.” This correction, it will be seen, in no way extenuates 
the case sgainst the officers of the Pelorus, but rather aggra- 
vates it, 

A singular occurrence is reported regarding the Fusiyama, 
chartered, as we informed our readers last mail, at the rate of 
$20,000 per month by the Japanese Government. She made 
one trip to Hiogo, successfully carrying men and munitions of 
war,as reinforcements for the army of the Tycoon. Sho 
returned, and on the 6th September, started agaiu taking a 
number of soldiers and towing a Japauese ship full of ammuni- 
tion, &, But when she had got out of the harbour and well 
on her way to Uiogo, a dispute appears to have arisen atnong 
the passengers and the majority insisted on returning ; whether 
because they did not like the look of the sea before them or 
were disinclined for their work in the south, has not transpired. 
This much is certain that, under compulsion, the captain pat 
the vessel into Simoda and then returned to Yokohama, The 
excuse now made to the Japanese Government by his passengers 
is that sume fof their number were “ very sick "—the usual 
feint of a native of this country when some duty is demanded of 
him which he does not care to fulfil.

NAGASAKI. 

Our correspondent mentions several further sales of steamers 
tothe Japanese. The Prince of Higo has purchased the Fuiry 
through Messrs. Glover and Co., for $23,000 ; Messrs. Alt and 
Co. have sold the Japan to the Prince of Aki for $110,000, 
and the Government have bought the Jercury from Messrs. 
Glover and Co. for $30,000, The late “gunboat Aestrel, 
belonging to the same firm, bas also been sold to the 
Government, which has chartered the steamer iogo 
for Osaka and Ycdo. Dr. Bauduin is reported to 
have gone in her to see tho Tycoon, ‘Ihe nibbles made at the 
Chusan have again resulted in disappointment to the owners, 
and she left for Yokohamaon the 29th, via the Inland Sea. 
The Japanese steamer Yangtse is now lying at Nagusaki repair 
ing injuries caused by a shell from one of Chosiu’s batteries. 
The Eagle has left for the war, but the Japanese are said to be 
disappointed in their purchase. Ichibou exchange has gone up 
to 317 per $100, and no dollars on the market. 

The following is from Alt and Co.’s Circular :—Imports.— 
The past month has been one of unprecedented duluess; the 
further depreciation of ichibous, combined with the dulness 
which usually prevails at this season, and the political causes 
above referred to, have produced an almost complete stagnation 
of trade in manufactures. Business has been confine] to small 
sales of Grey Shirtings and Turkey Red Cambrics, and the 
former is at the moment almost the only article for which an 
inquiry exists. Stocks of most goods are light, however, and 
we therefore look for an early improvement. Mctals continue 
very dull, very fine Nail Rods and Pig Ivon only being wanted. 
Coal is in less demand, and with heavier stocks and lower 
prices in Shanghai late rates could not row be realised. 
Produce has been in fair demand during tbe month. Vegetable 
Wax and Tobacco continue to be wanted, and largo settlements 
of the latter have been effected at rather advanced rates. Gall 
Nuts are also inquired for, but supplies are very small. In 
Camphor and Cotton nothing has been done. ‘Tea: agood de- 
mand has set in for this staple, and settlements for the mouth 
aro estimated at 2,800 piculs, chiefly for the American mar- 
ket. Supplies of good medium leaf arrive pretty freely, but 
fine to finest kinds are very scarce, and dealers say very little 
will come down until the Straits of Simonoseki are again 
opened, Freights to London £3, Exchange 43. 5d. 


CHINA, 
HANKOW, 

Mr. Medburst, H.B.M.’s Consul, bas issued a notification 
stating that as be has been unable to induce the Chineve 
Superintendent of Trade to place the rate of duty upon tea 
dust from. 2.5 to 1.2.5 taels, to which figure it was formerly 
unconditionally reduced, he intends to refer the matter to Sir 
Matherford Alcock, recommending him to precure a permanent 
reduction of the duty from the supreme authorities at Peking. 
An attempt at burglary on the premises of Messrs, Townsend 
and Co, was madz on the night of the 26th inst. but was 
frustrated by the Chinese watchman giving an alarm, the 
burglars making off after having endeavoured by sundry stabs 
to dispatch the watchman. 

Three men, William Langham, Thomas Jones, and Edward 
Bolson, have been tried at the Consular Court on a charge of 
wilful and indecent exposure of their persons and using ob- 
seeno Iangnage, William Langhata, who had been bathing 
while in an intoxicated stete and used foul language was fined 
$5; aud Thoroas Jones, who walked deliberately up the bund 
nuked, when some ladies were passing, was scntenced toa 
week’s hard labour. The other prisoner, against whom the 





charge was not substantiated, wns acquitted, A letter has

HONG KONG. 

Wo (China Muil) are indebied to the kindness of a friend 
for permission to inspect a manuscript and drawings setting 
forth the estimates, particulars, and plans of a railway between 
Shanghai and Soochow, proposed to be constructed under the 
auspices of the China Railway Company (Limited). As this 
subject of railway communication between various poivts in 
China is of great importance to both natives and foreigners, 
our readers will doubtless be glad to learn a few part’culars of 
the projected line and the report of its practicability upon 
which the proposition to construct it is based, We have our- 
selves advocated and still advucate the coustruction of the ex- 
periment d line in the Pei-chi li province between Tientsin and 
Peking. It is unnecessary here to recap'tulate the reasons which 
have ied us to this conclusion, they having been given at length in 
former articles, and we therefore proceed to give a sketch of the 
prospretus now under remark, ‘The prospectus commences by 
stating the opinion of the projectors that Shanghai, from its 
position near the mouth of Yangtze, and as the emporium of 
foreign trade for the greater portion of the rich province of 
Kiangsu, is the most suitable terminus of the system of rail- 
ways to open up the central and seaboard districts of China, 
No other district offers such great facilities for the intro- 
duction of railways into China, The country is level 
and presents no difficulties to the practical engineer, while the 
events of tie last four years have induced the natives of the pro- 
vince to look with more favour than formerly on the introduc- 
tion of foreign inventions and improvements. In no other 
part of China are found so many great and flourishing cities, 
nor is there elsewhere so dense a population, ‘The whole pro- 
vince is traversed and cut by innumerable cuials, forming a 
perfect water communication, and having their main outlets 
into the Yangtsze, while that river is itse!f the main channel of 
communication with the cities of the interior, and on its broad 
bosom most of the staple commodities in which trade is carried 
on are transported. It leads to the silk and tea districts, which 
are the most important to foreigners in China and the seat of 
a most extensive trade, to which a railway would afford im- 
mense facilities. The proposed line is to start from the foreign 
settlements of Shanghai leading past the west gate of the city 
and following nearly the present line of the Sik-ku-wei road by 
Tsi-pu and Sy-king to Sung-kiang ; thence one line might lead 
direct to Soochow and the north-western districts, and a branch 
by the important city of Kia-hing-fu, through the head of the 
silk districts to Hangchow the capital of Chekiang, and from 
this city a new system of lines might diverge to the great cities 
of the South. 

A public meeting, convened by the Anti-Stamp-Act memorial 
committee, was held in the Supreme Court room, for the 
purpose of receiving bis Excellency’s reply to the memorial, aud 
for taking such steps in relation thereto as might be deemed 
expedient. About twenty persons were present at the time of 
mecting ; at the close of the proceedings that number had in- 
creased to about 120, Mr, Maclean presided, aud having read 
his Exccllency’s reply, called on the meeting to submit a 
motion. After a pause, Mr. Stiarp, rose and well ridiculed the 
“unworthy apprehensions” that had been expressed by the 
memorialists, and generally spoke in favour of the Stamp Act, 
arguing that as it stood there was no substantial injustice in it 
at all. 

Mr. C. R. Bosman then moved—That a committee be elected 
to frame a memorial to the Secretary of State in answer to the 
reply. Mr, Bernard, after another pause, expressed nis ap- 
proval of the Act, and informed the meeting that Messrs. 
Whittall and Dent had both tuld him tkat they did not object 
to the principle of the Act, but they did aut wat it as they 
would be obliged to employ one or two more clerks, which 
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they said were very expensive articles in this community—a 
statement which elicited much laughter. The chairman then 
asked if any one would second the resolution, and Mr. Ryrie 
did so in just so many words as were necessary to state why he 
rose. Mr, Story followed, commending the Governor for the 
course he had taken, approving of the Stamp Act, as being the 
fairest mode of taxation, and warning the meeting against 
wasting their time by an appeal to the Secretary of State. The 
motion was then put. Half the persons present held up their 
hands for it; of the other moiety eight declared themselves 
against it, The chairman, amidst some laughter, declared the 
motion carried, and the meeting broke up. 

The meeting of the Hotel Company, alluded to in our last, 
has been held. Mr. Overbeck commenced by saying that in 
order to give a clear idea of the present position of the com- 
pany he would state the measures which had been taken by 
the directors since its formation. 

The company was formed in September last, In February 
last one of the directors gave notice of resignation, and repu- 
diated the shares for which he had signed, his partners refusing 
to have anything to do with them. At this others took the 
alarm and refused their shares, Tho directors had tried every 
means in their power to get this gentleman to take the shares 
for which he is respousible, but without success. The 
consequence is that the matter has been taken into court, but 
the legal adviser of the company having been absent at 
Shanghai until very recently, aud the Supreme Court being 
now in vacation, it would be impossible to have the case come 
on until the re-assembling of the Court in October next. 
Thus the valuable property of the company had been lying 
idle, very much to the embarrassment of the directors, and 
interest had been accumulating. Schedules of tho assets and 
liabilities of the company had been prepared, and he wished 
the gentlemen would look over them and ask him any questions 
they might desire. 

The number of shares originally subscribed for was 2,075 ; 
of these the representatives of 231 shares have either left the 
colony or failed, leaving 1,949 shares ; 755 shares are not paidup, 
and 75 are held by the legal advisers of the company who have 
@ claim against it ; 280 have been transferred to the owners of 
the Orieutal Hotel which it was originally intended to lease 
and refit. 

A shareholder asked what the directors intended to do? So 
much delay had occurred that the sharcholders were anxious to 
know what was to be done. 

The Chairman replied that as soon as the Supreme Court 
was opeved Mr. Pollard, the legal adviser of the company, bad 
been instructed to bring the case on immediately. 

He also stated that the directors had written to Mr. Pollard 
urging him to use every possible expedition in getting the case 
disposed of. A gentleman suggested that perhaps Mr. Pollard 
might go to the next Shanghai races, aud then what would be- 
come of their case? Should not another legal adviser be em- 
ployed? 

‘The Chairman stated that the directors had every reason to 
believe that the case would be settled as soon as the Court re- 
opened, and expressed his opinion that a favourable decision 
for the company would be given. When this was done the 
company could begin work in earnest. The meeting then 
adjourned. The accounts show that on 839 shares all the calls 
due wero paid up in full. On 755 shares the three calls have 
not been paid, 400 of them having been repudiated. 

Pre following items we find in the file of the Evening 
fail s— 

The coolie trade at Macao is flourishing. The baracoons, by 
special permission of the Government of that port, have been 
opened sooner this season than on previous occasions, There 
are probably not less than fourteen to fifteen hundred coolies 
on board different vessels by this time, but none of these 
crafts, according to a law existing thereanent, can leave before 
the north-east: monsoon is supposed to have sct in, say about 
the 1st proximo, 

“ Rumours are afloat that’a Hong Kong cricket eleven will 
this year visit Shanghai in return for the visit paid to the 
colony some time since by a Shanghai eleven, A meeting is 
to take place on the 17th of September, which all members of 
the club are particularly invited to attend. Of course, with 
such an object in vi wasthe maintenance of the credit of our 
colonial cricketers, a pretty fall attendance may be auticipated. 

“From late private advices from Shanghai we learn that the 
Emperor (Messrs, Jardine, Matheson and Co.'s steamer) had 


returned from Corea, but the news brought by heris kept rather 
secret. She herself, however, does not seem to have made a 
particularly satisfactory trip, at least as far as the venture by 
her was concerned. It is stated that the King of Corea is 
friendly in his demeanour to strangers, but withal not quite 
desirous of too great an intimacy with them. When the French 
and British men-of-war, now en route to the dominions of his 
Highness have duly reached, a thorough understanding in all 
likelihood will be come to. 

“Close upon the heels of the projected Shanghai and Soochow 
Railway another scheme is being put forth by an American com- 
pany. This, hitherto known as the “ East}India Telegraph Com- 
pany ” and hereafter to be called the “ astern Asia ‘Telegraph 
company,” is, we learn by files of the Alia California received 
yesterday, proposing to introduce telegraphs into China. In a 
letter to the editor of the above named journal from D. J. Mac- 
gowan, Esq, a gentleman formerly of the colony, we find the 
following remarks :— Although this company owes its xistenco 
to an Act of the Logislatureof the State of New York, yet it is 
designed to be cosmopolitan and international, provision being 
made for an apportionment of stock among Europeans generally, 
and for a directorship at Shanghai, which shall be representative 
of various nationalities. At the next session of the Legislature 
“Eastern Asia” will be substituted for the misnomer “ East 
India” as the designation of the company. Whether the 
telegraph company purposes to work in union with the rail- 
way direction, so far as the proposed line should extend, we 
are not informed, but our readers will learn from our extract 
columns the comprehensive nature of the proposed scheme. 
We do not as yet see any probability of its being carried out 
in its integrity for many years at least; but knowing what 
Yankee “go aheadiveness” has already achieved we take by 
no means a despondent view of the eventual success of the 
scheme.’ 

“ We hear it rumoured that F. W. Mitchell, Esq., the present 
Postmaster-General, is likely to be appointed ‘ Commissioner of 
Stamps’ or ‘Stamp duty,’ whichever may be the correct title: 
Mr. Mitchell appears to be used by the Government as a sort 
of back pony, If the Auditor-General goes away—Mr. Mit- 
chell is appointed to do his work. If a commission on any 
thing from drains to postage stamps be appointed —Mr Mitchell 
is sure to be onit, and now he is to be Commissioner of (duty) 
stamps. Does he do all the work for nothing, or does the 
Government pay him? We suppose he will get something for 
stamping upon people's feelings, and must do him the justice to 
say that the Government is likely to obtain a most zealous and 
uncompromising commissioner should he be appointed.” 

The Lenton troop gave their entertainmeut toa very full 
house, in which the Indian element was strongly represented.

On the morning of the 19th September, as the steamer 
Glengyle was leaving Shanghai she ran into the American ship 
Golden State, cutting through the outer stern, through two of 
the beams of her quarter deck, and starting the stern planks 
down to her main deck. 











AMoY. 

The following memorial respecting the Stamp Act has been 
presented to his Excellency the Governor from the undermen- 
tioned firms and residents at Amoy :— 

To his Excellency Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, Knight, C.B., 
Governor and Gommander-in-Chief of the colony of Hong Kong. 
‘The memorial of the undersigned merchants and inbabitants of the 
Port of Amoy. 

Humbly sheweth :— 


That your memorialists have seen with extreme regret your Excellency’s 
proposed Stamp Act for the colony of Hong Kong, which they are of 
opinion is calculated to inflict great injury not on‘y un the trade but also 
on the vested interests of that port. ‘That your memorialists are many of 
them directly interested in the prosperity of trade at Hong Kong inas- 
much as they are holders of bank, dock, and assurance company shares, all 
which must suffer should the Stamp Act come in force. ‘That independ- 
ently of the above consideration, your memorialists would draw your 
Excellency’s attention to the fact that the trade of Amoy is most inti 
mately connected with that of Hong Kong, and anything which interferes 
with the trade of the latter must have an injurious effect upon that of tho 
former ; for example, all the exchange business of this port is done through 
Hong Kong, and nearly all the manufactured goods, foreign cotton, opium 
&cy which are consumed here are received via Hong Kong, and they 
would respectfully state that the proposed Stamp Act will certainly prove 
a serious burthen and obstacle to the continuance of such trade. 


















That your memorialists would for the reasons set forth as above, as 
well as for those more fully and emphatically expressed in the memorial 
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of the Hong Kong community, in which they cordially coincide, respect 
fully beg of your Excellency to abandon the Stamp Act in favour of 
some other mode of taxation less likely to press 60 grievously and vexa- 
tiously upon the trade of Hong Kong, as well as on that of Amoy and 
the other coast ports in the South of China,

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 

Tea.—The market during the past week has been further depressed, 
and a sale from first hands to dealers is almost impossible, and there is no 
resource but so realise at public sales. The sale cominencing to-morrow 
will be very heavy, chiefly without reserve. The late sales of new Kaisows 
and Monings show a loss of 4d. to 9d. The export from China has 
slackened. 

‘S1LK.— The market is not quite s0 good, but the export from China and 
Japan it is now believed will not reach 40 000 bales, 

‘The present mail (French) brings 1,978 bales of silk for Marseilles and 
387 for London. This includes a small quantity of Bengal as well as 
China and Japan.

Fagvca Trave with Cxrwa.—In France the commercial world is 
occupying iteelf more and more every day with China, as a great market 
in which the French can buy articles they want, and to which they can 
eend large quantities of their own productions. Recent letters from that 
country dwell onthe commercial importance which the port of Chefoo is 
capable of taking. The French have established a naval station there, 
and also a coal cepot—the coal coming from the north of China. Chefoo 
is the nearest port to Peking, and is never shut up by ice. _Itis by it that, 
during the winter, commercial correspondence isdespatched to Peking and 
Tientsin. In the vicinity of the town silk is produced in considerable 
quantities. ‘This silk is chicly employed by the natives in fabrics for 
local consumption ; but it Europeans were to go there they might easily 
monopolise the market. Strange to say, they have not yet turned serious 
attention to it, The idea has been stared, the English, French, and 
other European Governments in communication with China would do 
well to press the Chinese Government to make Chefoo a free port. If it 











j were, European commerce would undoubtedly attain great extension. 


Tue “ Hone Kone” Coouig Tracepy.—The case of the French 
barque Hong Kong has been the theme of comment in the French papers, 
It will be remembered that after the mutiny of the coolies the vessel was 
picked up at sea by the steamer Feiseen, and claimedas a derelict. The 
Admiralty Court of Hong Kong however did not take this view of the 
case, and simply awarded a proportionate sum as salvage. ‘The French 
Papers praise the high sense of justice evidenced by this decision, as it 
would be a hard case if a vessel’ found under such exceptional circum- 
stances as these were to be considered as abandoned. 

Consutan Rerorts oN Corron.—Consular reports on the cultiva- 
tion uf cotton have been received at the Foreign-office from Swatow 
and Bangkok. The acting British Consul at Swatow states that cotton 
is not grown in his consular district. Her Majesty's Consul at Bangkok, 
in Siam, reports that at least 2.500 acres were planted in 1863 and 
1864, and 3,000 acres in 1865 for the crop of 1866. Some damage was 
occasioned by a heavy fall of rain whilst the cotton was in pod, and the 
out-turn was expected to be between 17,000 and 18,000 piculs. More 
than 500 acres of waste land were last year cleared for cotton planting, 
and there is a large extent which might be made available. 














SIR HARRY PARKES’ VISIT TO KAGOSIMA. 

The following interesting account of the late visit of the 
British Miuister to Kagosima is given by a correspondent of the 
Japan Times :— 

The Princess Royal and the Serpent left Nagasaki on the 25th July, 
the Salamis with Sir Harry and Lady Parkes following next day. On 
the afternoon of the 26th we anchored within eight or nine wiles of Kago- 
sima. At 2 p.m. we steamed up in line, and anchored close to the batteries. 
No sooner had the anchors been let go, than up went the English fag on 
a staff in the principal battery, and a splendid salute was fired of fifteen 
guns, This was at once returned by the Princess Royal. After a short 
time we in like manner saluted the Japsnese national flag, giving it nin 
teen guns, which Prince Satsuma at once returned gun for gua, ‘This 
thunder of artillery, with visits from the Prince's karoos (chief servants) 
finished the first day on board. A large party landed late in the 
afternoon, including Sir Harry and the Admiral, and with a strong 
guard of the Prince's officials, we went for a walk through the 
town, which is no way very remarkable or different from 
other Japanese cities. The only difference whichtwe observed was that, 
instead of the scowling looks and rude criee of Yedo, in Kagosima we 
met with nothing but smiles, kindly greetings, and pleasant speech. Some 
champagne and other refreshments were provided for us midway in our 
long walk, and all returned to the ships at the close of the day rather 
tired, but well pleased with our tirst day's reception in the capital of 
the great Southern Prince. We then found that his Highness had 
sent on board during our absence to re that he wished to 
entertain fifteen or twenty of the English gentlemen during their stay, 
and that he would pay a visit the next morning to the Minister and 
Admiral and would conduct them on shore. When one considers the rank 
of Satsuma, one cannot but consider this a high mark of consideration on 
his part, w contrasts forcibly with the insolvent demeanour of the 
Tycoon, who is indeed a complete contrast, both in mind and body, to the 
nobler potentate in the South. 

At about eleven a.m. on the next morning, the Prince's state barge 
came alongside of us and Satsuma came on board the Princess Royal. 
He was received with yards manned, guard of honour and the band ; shook 
hands with the swells and then came up on the poop, where he watched 
the salute which was being fired in his honour. In appearance the Prince 
is one of the most princely ” men I ever saw—tall and well-built and 
carrying himself with a dignity which I have only seen among the Ro- 
hillas o: India andthe Arabs, He has the cast of features, purely Japanese, 
which we see in their paintings, with the long slanting eyeline ; this trait 
ia s0 distinct, indeed, as almost to give the effect of a cast in the eyes. 
Shimadzu Saburo (who is the father of the Priuce, by the way, not his 
uncle, as generally supposed) isa shorter man and more thick-set, not 80 
urbane in his bearing, with more signs of excessive pride —but still with 
the same regal port. He is reckoned one of the most talented statesmen 


in Japan. Immediately the firing ceased, the young Prince crossed over & 
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turned wi'h a smile to the side of the vessel to look at his own battery, 
where a smart and splendidly timed return was being made. After this 
expend ture of powder, of which you think we had quite 
enough, Sasuma descended to bin, where he spe..t a few 
minutes and then returned to his palace on shore, whither a party of seven- 
teen of us followed hin. 

‘We landed and found his (summer) palace facing the bay. the bund 
in front of it being lined with ten or twelve pounder brass field-guns, 
and as Sir Tarry came up from his boats, another thundering 
welcome of fifteen guns was fired in honour. There was a slight 
mistake made here, the white ensign being hoisted instead of the 
Concular flag, the blue. We then proceeded to the palace and Sir 
Harry and the Admiral, with Mr. Siebold as interpreter, were ushered into 
an inner chamber, where Shim-adzu- Saburo (now by the way, Qsoomi- 
no kami) and the Prince made a speech expressive of their hope that 
bygones would be allowed to be bygones, and that for the future, nothing 
but goodwill and friendship might exist between the two Powers. 

During thisinterview the rest of our party were being entertained in a 
sort of a state summer-house or pavilion by the Prince's karoos, and in 
about half anhonr we were summoned into the palace where we met 
Satsuma and his guests coming out of the private room, and we all sat down 
together to a tremendous banquet of forty-five covers of the most deticate 
Japanese cuisine; native wine, as well as champagne, sherry, and beer, 
being served with the feast, The English party sat on one ride of the 
Jong table, Shimadzu, the Prince, and two karoos on the other side, Ko- 
Mats, one of Satsuma’s most confidential retainers, at the top and his 
guordisn at the bettom. And there we sat for five mortal hours eating and 
drinking, pledging each other and talking and laughing in the most 
frendiv manner possible, a native band playing and singing for about an 
hour during the repast 

At last. as a special favour, Sir Harry Parkes a-ked that the bill of fare 
might be cnt down, or we should have sat there until dark, and we 
We wanred to see the garden of the palace; so quick'y finivhed our des- 

were then taken cut into the grounds, of which al I can tell you 
hey are so beautiful as to make one wish to spend a year or two 
there instead of a few minutes. Here we smoked, of course, and were 
then invited by our hosts to go to the front of the palace, where, on a 
parade ground about 200 yards by 60. some native troops were being 
drilled. They were armed with short Enfields and went through their 
work very weil indeed, — [recognised their commander as being an old 
pupil of a friend of mine. We watched their mancuvres from highly 
ornamenred tents which had been pitched for where wines and fruits 
were again provided, our hosts seeming aiways to fear lest we should not 
have our fill of good things, We were then entertained with some artil~ 
Jery drill and target practice with shot and shell at 500 yards’ range with 
10 pound field pieces ; the practice was astonishingly goo |, and afier about 
adezen rounds trom h gun, as the nivht was closing in, we bade fare- 
well to our kind hosts and returned on board. 

‘The next day we went over the factory, where is the ordinary machin- 
ery.and at 4 p.m. sat down to an European dinner given by the fire 
brothers of Satsuma the youngest of whom is 10 years of age; they are 
all singularly engaging boys. The most remarkable feature of this enter- 
tainment was the presence af one time on the table of three sucking: pi 
It was 8 p.at. before we could get away and even then with great ditfi- 
culty. 

3rd Day.—This was given up to showing the Princes—Satsuma and 
his five brothers - the exercise and firing of the Princess Royal's men. 
Shimadzu excused himself on account of weakness. The vessel waa swung 
round broadside on to the bay, and for three or four hours we fired shot 
and shell, making splendid practice at targets place at distances ranging 
from 300 to 1,800 yords. Many of the targets were very soon shot away, 
to the no small astonishment of our Japanese friends, both on board and 
on shore. After the gun practice we showed them three twenty-four 
pound rockets, and the distance these projectiles flew opened their eyes 
not a little. After the Admiral had entertained his guests, we arranged a 
Jan‘ling for the following day of tive or six hundred marines and blue 
jackets, to show the Princes how our men drilled. But it was found 
that the dri!l ground was only large enough for about 150 marines and 
a couple of field-pieces with their crews, They fired blank cartridge 
and went through all sorts of manquvres until nearly dark, when the 
‘Sacanis steamed up close to the drill-ground to take away Sir Harry, who 
wished to return to Nagasaki, At departing, Shimadza Saburo, it was 
remarked, showed considerable emotion, shaking Sir Harry Parkes’ hands 
with great empressment, wishing him a pleasant voyage back, und expres 
ing the hope of svon seeing li again. Lady Parkes shook hands with 
rty ot Princes, and then the Salamis departed with the English 

under a salute of filteen guns. 

‘The last day's amusement was certainly not the least. We bad a grand 
hunt, commencing at 3 A.Mw when our party of about twenty, with nearly 
double that number of Japanese, rowed about six miles up the bay, where 
we landea ina country very hike that near Yokohama, but perhaps a little 
more wooded, ‘The forest was full of deer, boar, ani monkies, The game 
was driven by packs of hounds and beaters and alter two drives, our bag 
showed the respectable load of seven fine deer and four boar. Two of 
the deer had four points each and were fine noble animals. The Kavoos 
of the Prince entertained us this day—and the next, efier saying good bye 
to all, whom we had. even in 0 short a space, learnt to look on as ki 
friends, we left Kayosima under another heavy salute to the Admiral 
flag, which he returned by saluting the Prince's family ensign. I omit 
detail of the handsome presents that were given to all, and doubtless from 
other sources you will receive tuller particulars of what was to be seen in 
the town and batteries by the curious, to whom every facility was given to 
exanine whatever they liked. ‘hw feeling of regret at parting was, | am 
sure, reciprocate | by our Japenese friends, and [conclude this letter with 
expressing my convicuon that Sit Hurry Parkes did a wi e thing in going 
to Kagosima, and | believe he lett it with a very different opinion of Sat- 
suma to that wbich he held before. This Prince ix decidedly among the 
most enlightened aud hiberae-mind:d Japanese now living, and his intelli- 
gence and the good use he has laely Leea making of his resources will 
mont certuinly soon place him (and the sooner the better for all mercantile 
men) ia a distinctly leading position among the nobles of Japan.

THE question which now takes precedence of all others pend- 
ing between natives and foreiguers at the settlements in China 
is that of the jurisdiction under which the mixed populations 
are for the future to exist. At each of the more important 
treaty ports municipalities have been formed under the sanction 
of the Consular authorities, and to these elective bodies the 
internal economy of the respective foreign communities has been 
entrusted, But within these settlements aro numbers of 
Chinese residents who share in all the advantages enjoyed by 
their foreign compeers, and who, to do them justice, have never 
objected to contribute a very large share to the public exchequer. 
Englishmen, Americans, and Germans have united to elaborate 
schemes of municipal jurisdiction which have hitherto in each 
case worked well and harmoniously. The Chinese, however, 
have been totally unrepresented, save in so far as the bona fide 
native owners of property registered in forcign names may have 
exerted an influence upon their property representatives, Of 
this condition of affairsthe Chinese themselves have not com- 
plained, and indeed they are ready to admit the advisability of 
keeping the local governments in purely European hands, For, 
it may be aimost unnecessary to remark, the natives are to the 
full as suspicious of Mandarin interference as are foreigners, 
and gladly udopt any system which promises to free them in 
part or altogether from the daily exactions of rapacious officers. 
So far the municipal corporatious would appear to be built upon 
a solid foundation, namely, the goodwill aud mutual interest of 
all parties concerned. But the provincial governments are loth 
to lose the contributions which they consider themselves euti- 
tled to levy upon their own subjects, whether those subjects 
elect to live within the boundarics of the foreign settlements or 
in the native towus. While the Taiping rebels hung about the 
provinces, and rendered the co-operation of forciguers abso- 
lutely essential to the Chinese authorities, things were allowed to 
go on in a tolerably satisfactory manner. Levies were made, it 
is true, upon such men as YANG TAREE, the eminent Ningpo 
banker, who had taken up his residence in the English settle- 
ment at Shanghai, but he and such ashe led to acertain exteut, 
two lives, one independent of the Mandarins, and connected 
only with foreigners, and the other purely Chinese, in virtue of 
which latter, with all its interests and respousibilities, they 
were fair game for extortion, Moreover, with such men a 
system was adopted which worked very well. They received a 
quid pro quo in the shape of decorations, titles, etcetera, which 
reconciled them to the constant assaults upon their purses, 
while at the same time the officials who “squeezed” them had 
it frequeatly in their power to throw good things in the shape 
of contracts or Government loans in their way. But during 
the continuance of the rebel disturbances the Chinese residents 
in the settlements were as a class unmolested, and patd no 
tases beyonil those levied by the Custom-house and Municipal 
Council, and perhaps, incidentally, a squecze or two of insigni- 
ficant amount whereof some inferior official reaped the advant- 
age, but which was not important enough to call for complaint. 
Perhaps, indeed, the fact that a large proportion of the native 
traders contrived either directly or indirectly to derive a little 
protit from the rebels laid them open to occasional demands for 
hush-money, aud even the threat of denouncement for a real or 
imaginary contravention of the law prohibiting assistance to the 
insurgeuts kept secret certain sources whence native constables 
and yamén followers derived supplies. However this may have 
been, it was not until after the pacification of the empire that 
the authorities began openly to issue warrants for the arrest of 
tie Chinese residents iu the settlements who had neglected or 
refused to pay imposts on goods or property held within foreign 
limits. 

‘The Municipal Council of Shanghai (for Shanghai as the 
most important post may be taken as the type of the rest) 
had up to that time made the natives pay dearly for the pro- 
tection they enjoyed : but when, in addition to the recognised 
taxes of certain amount, other taxes of unbearable weight and 
of ever-varying amount began to be levied, the Chinese mer- 
chants aud shopkeepers retonstrated, and pleaded now with 
one party now with auother for forbearance. ‘I'he Council took 
the part of the complainants, and having lightened,the burdens 
imposed by foreigners endeavoured to obtain a mitigation of 
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those enforced by the Mundarins, Such a step was indced 
necessary, for the population which remained in Shanghai after 
the ancient haunts of the people had been rendered again acces- 
sible ‘by the expulsion of tho rebels, was swiftly diminishing 
under the enormous taxation which native and foreign autho- 
rities seemed to have combined to levy. Immediate action was 
resolved upon, and certain native runners charged with tke 
collection of a new tax were arrested. Protests of course 
followed. The men were released, and a promise given that 
pending an arrangement of some kind the levy of taxes by the 
native Mandarins should cense. This promise was not kept, and 
irregnlar exactions continued to be enforced. It was manifest 
that while on the one hand the Council had no right, and indeed 
no desire, to interfere with Imperial taxes, they had in the 
interests of the settlement every right to protest against 
arbitrary and illegal exactions which by grievously burdening 
the native residents rendered them unable or unwilling to con- 
tribute to the foreign municipal taxes, and in effect drove them 
from the settlement, The ground adopted was the injustice of 
collecting “local taxes” save for local requirements, and as the 
Cirinese official chest contributed nothing to the expenses of the 
settlement, the settlement in turn should be free from exactions 
levied for the benefit of the Mandarin Exchequer. To render this 
position altogether unassailible it would, however, be necessary 
that all the property interests in the settlement should be re- 
presented at the administrative board, and this, as we have 
shown, was not the case. The suggestion that the Chinese 
should be represented had often been mooted, and had never 
met serious opposition, All acknowledged that such a right if 
claimed by the Chinese would be just, but until they should 
claim it, it was deemed inexpedient to introduce so radical an 
alteration in a system which seemed in all respects to work 
satisfuctorily. Such then was the state of feeling with regard 
to Chinese property-owners, a class, by the way, utterly unre- 
cognised by the Land Regulations, which assumed that no native 
could hold real property within the settlement. These Land 
Regulations, which were compiled in 1854 under the superin- 
tendence of Mr. Atcock, now H.B.M, Minister at Peking, pro- 
vided in brief for the election of councillors or representatives, 
for the calling of public meetings, for the franchise, for tho 
levy of taxation, the issue of licences, and in fine for tho ettle- 
ment of all questions not directly demanding consular inter- 
ference, So far they were considered the law of the place, and 
so long as the interests of all or nearly all were indentical they 
proved perfectly satisfactory, being based on the common rights 
of the landed proprietors. Another class was, however, soon 
to spring up. The interests of new arrivals did not always lead 
to the purchase of land, and thus “rate-payers” began to be 
distinguished from “land-renters.” But until the non-renters 
of land became important by numbers, the land regulations 
continued unquestioned, although a conviction gradually gained 
ground that their authority depended solely on the goodwill of 
the community. It was evident, however, that a time would 
come when the ratepayers would claim to be represented in the 
municipality, and to obtain a voice in the levy and application 
of the revenue to which they largely contributed, No donbt 
the advent of several members of the legal profession hastened 
this crisis, for shortly after their appcarance the techuical rights 
of the Municipal Government came under discussion, and the 
rival interests of land-reuters and ratepayers gave rive to inuch 
litigation, Fortunately for all parties the Supreme Court for 
China and Japan was established, and various cases tried 
therein before Sir Ensonp Horwsy established the right of the 
land-renters to levy taxation for public purposes, and of the 
Youneil to apply the same, Here then was the assertion of a 
legal status enjoyable by the Council independent of any charter 
of incorporation from tho Chinese Government or foreign 
Governments, and the decision was based on the clause in tie 
Order of Council of 13th June, 1853, whereby Her Masesty's 
representative is endowed with power aud authority to make 
and enforce rules for the peace, geod order, avd government of 
British subjects in China, Theoretically, this affected British 
subjects only, but practically the settlement of so kuotty a 
point could not be without effect upon the other courts sitting 
at Shanghai, Having gained this step the Council suggested 
the assemblage of the land-renters with a view to remodelling 
the local constitution, and to giving the ratepayers a voice in 
all municipal matters, ‘This project has lately been elaborated, 
aud it has been proposed to extend the franchise to persons 
paying a certain annual modicum of taxation. As yet however 
no step has been taken to secure the additional element of 














harmony and strength which would he in the adiniss 
franchise of duly quaiified uatives, aud hence ther 
amount of injustice in the class legislation of Euroy 
population composed of Europeans and Chinese. It isa matter 
for regret that while doing an act of justice to the hitherto un- 
represented rutepayers the equally unrepresented native mer= 
chants and householders are carefully kept beyond the elective 
ale, 

Peat the agitation of the proposed new regulations, their 
submission to the bonrd of foreign Ministers at Peking, and 
the remonstrances addressed to the native officials at the capital 
regarding illegal exactions within the settiement and irregular 
arrests under native warrants, have combined to draw the full 
and careful consideration of the English Minister on the subject, 
aud the fruit of that consideration is now before us in the shape 
of an eluborate memorandum upon the Muuicipal Government 
of the Settlement. Sir RoraerrorD ALoock surveys the entire 
position, admits the iniquity and corruption probably hidden 
under the “irregular warrants,” but denies the power of the 
Coneul, or of any body (the Council) working under consular 
sanction to interfere with the administration of Chinese law or 
local regulition upon Chinese subjects, ‘I'hat it is desirable to 
bring the native and foreign residents in the settlement under 
one uniform jurisdiction is not for a moment doubted, but the 
Protection from external taxation implied in such @ measure 
can only be gained by a cession from the Chinese Crown of, at 
least partial, territorial jurisdiction, If this can Le gained the 
difficulty will at once be met, but the cession must evidently 
take the form of a charter mcognising the supremacy of the 
Chinese Crown, ewanating from that Crown and implying the 
extinction to a certain limited extent of the exclusive rights 
conferred on foreigners by the exterritorialising clauses in tho 
treaties. For such a charter should provide fur the government 
of ail, both natives'and foreigners, in municipal matters ; but we 
can hardly couceive any code of regulations in the framing of 
which the Chinese Government must have the chef part, 
proving acceptable to foreigners. We have had tov much reason 
to fear that the rights of foreigners—of the mercantile commue 
uities—may occasionally be sacrificed to technical interpretations 
of the treaty, and we are therefore disposed to believe that for 
the present difficulties should be met ag they arise, and no cum- 
brous edifice of mixed legislation be erected which may after 
the lapse of a few years prove an incubus upon the material 
interests of the settlement. The uncertainty at present is no 
doubt unpleasant, but we are not sanguine as to the result of 
either applying for or obtaining such a charter as can aloue be 
expected. If, on the other hand, a charter be applied for aud 
be refused, the exactions “of the local Mandarins will be- 
come more uubcarable than ever, and practically the native 
residents will be forced to quit the foreign setilements. Sir 
Rursenronp Avcock considers that the removal of all Chinese 
from the settlement would not perhaps be an unmixed evil, 
save in so fur as the interests of those who have entered into 
extensive speculations in land and houses are concerued. To 
these latter it would in some instances be ruin, and to some of 
the banks who hold heavy mortgages on landed property it 
would be little better. ‘Ihe principle of referring everything to 
Peking may we fear be carried too far, just as the principle, so 
often advocated, of treating the Chinese as though they were @ 
Western nation, has in many cases brought about its own con- 
futation. We ought to bave learned before now that the 
Chinese system of government is essentially different from our 
own, and that the Peking Cabinet take little interest in legis- 
lating for the provinces, and indeed are almost powerless to 
enforce their decrees. Nor under the existing system is it fair 
that the central authorities should interfere in minutia with 
the provincial administration, A governor or ‘Taotai, as the 
case may be, is placed in a responsible situation on his own 
responsibility. He has certain duties to perform. and he is not 
directed how to perfurm them, nor is he expected to be answer- 
able for the measures he deems advisable unless he outruns all 
temperance and discretion, We have ignored this fuct, and 
although in obtaining a basis of trade with several parts of the 
Empire it was necessary to negotiate with the central anthori- 
tics, many minor details, whercof this question of the Shanghai 
Municipality is wo believe one, might better bave been left 
unasitated beyond the provincial circle, The hope which Sir 
Rurnerrorp Acock now holds out is based on obtaining a 
charter, a boon witich, if ever obtiined (a point open to grave 
doubt), aay prove a blessing but will more probably prove tue 
Teverse, 
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THE ICHIROU QUESTION AGAIN. 

How long must the despicable cupidity of certain “officers 
“and gentlemen ” in Her Masesty’s service remain unchecked by 
any wholesome measure of restraint, and consequently continue 
to be a standing reproach to us in the eyes of the Japanese ! 
Not very long, we trust; for it waa Lord Sraniey, who now 
holds the responsible post of Foreign Secretary, who first called 
the attention of the House of Commons to these disgraceful 
malpractices, and he cannot surely forget the indignation with 
which he condemned them before his accession to office, Eight 
months ago Lord Stantey could only point out the discredit 
able transactions arising out of the monstrously unjust system 
then in force, and demand an inquiry into it; now he is in a 
position to apply the remedy—which we trust, not only for 
the credit of the nation but for the sake of his Lordship's own 
character for consistency, will be prompt and decisive, It is 
about a year since certain grave abuses! of the “Ichibou Ex- 
“ change ” system—which have been so often dwelt on that we 
need not again particularise them—were exposed by the Japan 
Herald. In February last the results of there evils—more 
especially their demoralising effect on the naval and military 
services —were commented on in these columns, and a degree 
of publicity thus given to the question that rendered it im- 
possible any longer to ignore it. Agcordingly, on the 27th Feb. 
last, Lord Sraney called the attention of the then Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to certain statements made in the London and 
China Telegraph of the 5th of that month. Mr. GLapstove 
could not meet them with either denial or justifica- 
tion, unless the ‘humiliating and discreditable avowal 
that the profit in the exchange was availed of by 
Government to eke ont the insufficient pay of officers on 
that station, can be called a justification ; but he distinctly pro- 
mised that thenceforward all such profits should be carried direct 
to Government account, and that Mr. ARBUTHNOT's report on the 
system should be produced. For the time, therefore, we 
allowed the discussion to drop ; believing, as in duty bound, 
that Mr. Giapstove’s promises were in course of fulfilment. 
Ere long, however, we discovered that we,had been the dupes 

- of a dishonest subterfuge. With characteristic duplicity the 
ARBUTHNOT papers were suppressed until public interest in the 
matter had greatly diminished, and recent events show that, 
although four clear months elapsed between the dates of Mr. 
Guapstoxe’s promise and that of his resiguation of office, xo 
instructions were ever sent to Japan for the purpose of in any 
way checking the progress of the exchange swindle. Was it 
that too many “ vested interests” stood in the way? Or was 
not Mr. Guapstoxe's zeal for the rights of the Great Unfranchised 
equalled by his solicitude for the reputation of his Govern- 
ment, and the integrity of its representatives? At all events, 
the pledge thus publicly"given,was deliberately left unfulfilled ; 
and the credit of having given the deathblow to this ci ying evil 
‘was one of the laurels “upon which Mr, Guapstoxe did not 
repose on his retirement from office, 

As might have been expected, this gross‘ neglect of public 
duty has borne unsavory fruit. Not only have oar officers ~— 
who are fairly entitled to such pay as would both ensure their 
comfort aud maiutain their dignity—had their insufficient 

















of regiments quartered in Japan enjoyed an unfair advantage 
over those detained in more expensive and unhealthy quarters 
in China; not only have our ships of war, which ought to have 
been cruizing elsewhere, been laid up at Yokohama for the sake 
of the profits there obtained ; but, as a climax to all this, an 
act has been perpetrated which the local press justly charac- 
terises as “a deliberate swindle on the Japanese Government, 
an injustice to the foreign community, and a disgrace to the 
(naval) service.” H.M.S. Pelorus had been several months at 
Yokohama. During the first portion of this time the ichibou 
exchange continued, as it had previously done, to yield a hand- 
some profit; and accordingly the officers drew their ichibous 
from the Custom-house as usual, Latterly, however, exchange 
took an unfavourable course, and they ceased to avail them- 
selves of their privilege ; there was nothing to be made by it, 
and the ship would undoubtedly have left the port without 
making any further claim ; but on the eve of her departure a 
monetary improvement in the value of the ichiboutook place, and 
the paymaster forthwith rushed to the Custom-house, claimed 
ichibous for the whole period since the last exchange they 





had taken, and obtained them, It was notorious that 
at least a portion of the dollars required for the operation had 
to be borrowed, and that as soon as it was effected, the native 
coin was immediately resold, giving a handsomer profit to the 
*cute speculators, What, we should like to know, could have 
a more direct tendency than this to inspire the Japanese mind 
with contempt and aversion? From time immemorial they 
haveregarded tradeas being necessarily associated with chicanery 
and fraud, and therefore to be held as mean and despicable, 
One of the most deeply rooted of their national prejudices is 
that which has always kept the trading class at the very bottom 
of the social scale. If, then, trading operations are regarded 
with such aversion, even when openly practised as a means of 
livelihood, what must they think of persons claiming to be 
“officers and: gentlemen” who condescend to gratify their 
cupidity by such unworthy trickery as practised in this instance 
“Exchange operations,” properly so called—conducted in the 
open market by banks and mercantile firms, form a recognised, 
and necessary part of the vast fabric of our foreign commerce ; 
but this Pelorus operation is a difterent thivg altogether. After 
the scandal that had already arisen out of the system we should 
have thought that for very shame, officers wearing Her Maszsty’s 
uniform would have refraine 1 from using such a mean device for 
filling their pockets ; but since this is not the case, we must 
look to Lord SraNey for some measure of reform, It may be 
urged that the approaching change in the Japanese currency 
renders any present action unnecessary. But to this we reply, 
that a year has yet to elapse before such change will come into 
effect ; that many fluctuations in the value of native coin may 
occur in the meanwhile; aud that even the new order of things 
when established may afford au opportunity for some similar 
abuse unless steps are taken to put a stop, once for all, to the 
possibility of any juggling transactions, by which our officers 
can largely increaso their emoluments at the expense of the 
Japanese Government, and to the detriment of legitimate trade, 








POSTAL SERVICE WITH CHINA VIA RUSSIA. 

ConsmDERine the extent of its widely ramifying branches, the 
postal service of Great Britain is on the whole very well 
mavaged ; but incidents occasionally transpire which show that 
there is too often a tendency to pay more attention to the profit 
to be made out of the department than to the convenience of 
the pubiic or the interests of commerce. It will be remembered 
that, when a few years since the obvious advantages attending 
the use of the Messageries Imperiale China line were represented 
to the Postmaster-General, that astute dignitary could not fora 
long time be brought to sce the necessity for placing our postal 
service in connection with it; and for some eighteen 
mouths outward letters by the French mails had to be 
sent to special agents at Marseilles to be forwarded. In like 
manner our repeated efforts to induce the Postmaster-General 
to make use of the regular weekly mail between St. 
Petersburg and Peking, via Siberia, have hitherto been unsuc- 
cessful. By taking measures to arrive at an understanding 
with the Russian Government this line might easily be brought 
into connection with our Post-office, thus giving us the highly 
desirable accommodation of a weekly communication inaddition 
to, and independent of, both the existing lines. But the Duke 
of Mowrrosz: cannot be brought to sce this, By what official 
traditions his vision is obscured we kuow not, but our last 
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factory reply : “In his Grace’s opinion, the arrangements for 
« the conveyance of correspondence to Chiua, overland by way 
« of St. Petersburg, are not yet sufficiently matured to render 
"it advisable to forward letters from England by that route.” 











THE EUROPEAN TREATIES WITH SIAM. 

‘We learn that Sir Joan Bowntnc, who in 1855 concluded so 
satisfactorily the Treaty with Siam on behalf of the English Go- 
vernment, has been appointed by the King of Stax to be his Mi- 
nister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraordinary to the European 
Courts, more especially those of France, Holland, and Prussia, 
The chief object of Sir JoHy’s mission will be to procure a 
partial revision of the Siamese treaties of commerce with these 
countries, all of which were based on tho English treaty. Expe- 
rience has shown that certain modifications, or rather explana- 
tions, are desirable, and it was naturally felt by his Siamese 
Masesty that no one could be so well qualified to settle ques- 
tions arising out of them as the author of the original. 01 
of the principal points requiring adjustment is the duty on spiri- 
tuous liquors, which were admitted by an oversight at the same 
rate as ordinary articles of merchandise without proper gua- 
rantees as to the introduction of drinks dangerous to the public 
health. Moreover, the duty on such articles has always been 
farmed out, and has been one of the principal sources 
of revenue. Iu our own treaty arrangements have been made for 
the revision of this item on the representation of D. K. Mason, 
Esq,, his Siamese Majesty’s Consul here; with whose position, 
we may mention, Sir Jony Bownrne’s appointment docs not in 
any way interfere. It is not perhaps generally known that 
Sir John has lately been engaged in similar negotiutions 
as the Minister Plenipotentiary of the Hawaiian Islands, on 
behalf of whose King he has concluded most satisfactory and 
liberal commercial treaties with Belgium, Holland, Italy, Spain 
and Switzerland. 











. THE KIACHTA COURIER LINE, 

To old residents in China, who remember the dreary delays 
attending tho transmission of letters by sailing vessels; and 
even to those of later date, when tho establishment of one 
regular monthly mail was hailed as a grent boon, tho almost 
inconceivable rapidity with which news can now be transmitted 
via Kiachta presents itself in the light of a startling revolution. 
Practical'y, China has now a line of telegraph to itself; not a 
feeble, disconnected series of links, subject to constant inter- 
ruption, but as we have reason to believe a thorougbly reliable 
medium of communication ; while as to its rapidity, the receipt 
of a message from ‘lientsin just thirteen days old bears ample 
testimony. ‘The scheme of establishing a line of couriers through 
Mongolia from Kiachta to Tienstin, originated by Mr. GRaNt, 
was wartoly supported by tho Shanghai merchants, who ad- 
vanced the necessary capital to carry it out; and since the 
service has been got into thorough working order they have 
with unexampled liberality handed over the proprietorship of it 
to Mr. Grayr for his exclusive benefit, giving him a fair time to 
repay the capital, and demanding no interest. So long as the 
service is maintained with its present precision and a moderate 
tariff adhered to, it will continue to form a most valuable con- 
necting link between us and the Far East. 











SIAM. 

Tr will be remembered that when, cleven years ago, Sir Jonn 
Bowatse succeeded, after many vain attempts by the East India 
Company and the Americans, to open the trade of Siam, the 
treaty concluded was of the most liberal and comprehensive 
character, The influence of Great Britain was not employed to 
obtain any preferential advautages—which might easily have 
been secured ; nothing was asked inan exclusive or narrow 
Datronal interest, and the door was opened for the admission 
of every friendly Power. A succession of treaties, all based upon 
that negotiated by Sir Jon Bowrrne, have been made with 
the principal commercial Powers ; and the trade, notwithstand- 
ing the vicissitudes to which all trade is exposed, has gone on 
increasing in magnitude and value. ‘The results are less seen 
in direct iatercourse with Great Britain and her colonies than in 
the relations of Siam with China, where it may be truly said that 
famine and starvation have been arrested by the enormous sup- 
plies of rice—thcordinary food of the Chinese. France, however, 
which in political diplomacy is never behind other nations, has 
seldom managed to promote her commercial interests by the 
action of her Consuls ; who, having little trade to care for or 








protect, are frequently too busied in Court and personal in- 
trigues to look after the more substantial advantages which 
commerce brings. Siam is afflicted with one of those bustling 
gentlemen in the person of M. Aunarer, who fancies ho is to 
make capital out of a domineering and dictatorial tone, which 
those who know the sagacious policy of the Emperor and his 
Ministers nre persuaded would never be approved, ‘still less 
suggested by them. “Fantastic tricks” are often played by 
those invested with “a little brief authority,” and in no locali- 
ties so much as where the distance shiclds these actors from ob- 
servation, aud where it is supposed that dogmatism and 
despotism represent the remote but supreme and overwhelming 
Power behind it. This is a sort of game of chances—that fear 
may induce concessions aud the concessions being obtained, a 
triumph is won for the hazardous players, and weak States are 
often thus wronged from a dread of interference, the menace of 
which has never been authorised by tho proper authorities 
at home. The complaints that reach us from Bangkok appear to 
us to warrant and to urge this expression of our sentiments, 











Ir is stated that the Prussian corvette Vineta, which recently 
sailed for the Chinese seas, carries instructions to purchase from 
the Chinese Government the western part of the island of For- 
moss, where the Cabinet of Berlin intends forming an estab- 
lishment, We cannot, however, believe that any such inten- 
tious are likely to be asked or conceded. 





NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA AND JAPAN. 
The trial of a screw steamer recently took place on the Clyde, built by 
Messrs. Henderson, Coulbourn, and Co., named the Courier, of about 
600 tons register, and intended for despatch to Japan. She was built to 
realise a guaranteed average speed of eight knots per hour,on a very 
small consumption of fuel; but on a recent preliminary trial the builder 
(on the stipulated consumption) obtained the very satisfactory result of 
eleven knots per hour. The machinery is of the most simple and substan- 
tial construction, and during the trial worked very smoothly and gave the 
greatest satisfaction.

SINGAPORE GAS MEETING. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the shareholders of the Singapore 
Gas Company was held on the 30th October at the London Tavern, H. 
P. StepHeNson, Esq., in the chair. 

The CraiRMAn opened the proceedings by moving the adoption of the 
report, by which a dividend was declared at the rate of 7} per cent. per 
annum on the preference shares, and 3} per cent. on the ordinary shares 
of the company. In the course of his remarks the Chairman observed that 
the town of Singapore was extending and improving in every way, and in 
a year or two he hoped to be able to infurm the shareholders that the 
company was earning a handsome profit. They would in future obtain 
their chief supply of coal from Australia, as they could have coal delivered 
from there at Singapore for 38. per ton. while from England the cost 
would be 50s. ‘The consumption of gas during the month of August 
amounted to over half a million cubic feet, and the fort, which had been 
recently lighted, is consuming at the rate of £630 per year. The Chai 
man concluded by proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Wells, the company’s 
manager at Singapore. This was carried unanimously, as was also thé 
motion for the adoption of the report and the declaring of a dividend. 
A vote of thanks was then proposed to the Chairman and directors and 
the proceedings terminated.

The statement of liabilities and assets of the Bank of Hindus- 
tan, China and Japan will be issued ina few days, preparatory to 
the meeting of the shareholders called for the 19th inst, 
Several letters have appeared from shareholders who seem to 
have a distinct desire to run the bank and its directors down 
as much as possible. In most cases the writers know nothing 
of the nature of the bauk’s business. 

The business of the bank should have been confined to the 
exchange operations of India, China and Japan, experience having 
most clearly demonstrated that the mischief which caused the 
failure of the Commercial Bank, the Asiatic, and the present 
condition of the Hindustan has been owing to local loavs on 
land, &c., &c., in Bombay, Calcutta, and Shanghai, Theso 
transactions were never intended when the bauks were estab- 
lished, and are quite incompatible with proper exchange opera- 
tious. The directors are scarcely responsible for these local 
loans which have been entered into by the managers without 
their sanction, Notwithstanding all this the directors of the 
Hindustan have managed to keep the institution on its legs 
while three Indian banks of much greater standing have suc- 
cumbed. This fact should have weight with shareholders, but 
whea some men have lost money their reason goes with it. 
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Of course this class forms only one section, and no doubt there 
are shareholders who do not disparage the efforts of the di- 
rectors during the disastrous times of the present year. With 
the want of confidence that exists it is quite impossible that the 
bank can continue on its present footing. Should the Hin- 
dustan drop out the India and China banks will be 
reduced to the Oriental, the Chartered Mercantile, the 
Chartered of India, and the Comptoir d’Escompte. We do 
not include the recently-formed banks in Bombay, as they are, 
in many cases closed up, and tho only one which assumed any 
position in the India and China exchange business—the 
Central of India—has gone into liquidation. If the directors 
of the Hindustan can succeed in putting their bank on a new 
basis, they may yet be able to make it a most succes-ful 
concern, seeing that there is ample scope for them in the 
legitimate trade of Indig and China by tho reduced number of 
‘banks, They have paid for their footing in India and China 
since 1862, and very dearly, but considering the atnount of oppo- 
sition that always attends such attempts, we doubt if any other 
establishment could have done better. Having paid for such 
experience and introduction, it is a pity that the clamour of a 
poriion of the shareholders should debar the others from 
reaping an advantage so dearly purchased, 

Mr. F. W. Lawrence has been appointed liquidator of the 
Bombay branch of the Asiatic Bank, and proceeded by the 
mail of the 3rd. 

The Comptoir d'Escompte has resclved on doubling its 
capital, and the Government appears disposed to offer no ob- 
jection. Tho present capital is 50,000,000F, represented by 
80,000 shares issued at 500f. each, and 10,000,000f. of 
reserve ; and it is proposed to raise an equal sum by the issue 
of 80,000 new shares at 625f. (£25), the subscription to 
which is to be reserved to existing sharcholders, With the 
enlarged capital the Comptoir would be able to extend its busi- 
ness in India and China, which has of late years assumed con- 
siderable importance. 

A project is on foot for establishing a company for the pur- 
pose of trading with different countries in Asia, and several 
eminent bankers have promised to support it. The belief is 
that Fronch commerce is capable of great extension in that 
part of the world. 

The rumours of difficulties in the China trade are now 
carried to a most injurious pitch, and the names of houses are 
freely menticned as having practically succumbed. The arrange- 
meut madeby Messrs. Robert Smith and Co., with their crediturs, 
for an extension of time, has given a certain amount of strength 
to the rumours, but in many cases they are unwarrantably 
mischievous and in advance of the facts. It was current iu 
Mincing-lane that Messrs. Dent and Co. had succumbed to the 
losses of the past few years, but we are able to give the most 
distinct contradiction to this statement. ‘The bills of the firm 
have all been duly honoured. The rumour is partly owing to 
the fact that the drafts of Mr. John Dent, on account of the 
Blakely Ordnance Company, have been dishonoured and have 
been sent to Hong Koug fur recovery. The amount involved 
ia not large, and has nothing to do with the firm’s business, It 
is so reprehensible that the “ bears” in Mincing-lane should 
propagate these stories that we deem it best to state the facts of 
the case, That the present year's losses on teas will be the means 
of extinguishing some firms in the China trade is highly probabie, 
and it is to be hoped for the good of the trade generally, which 
has been of late years most sorely abused by traders, that the 
spirit of accommodation will not be carried to an unwholcsome 
exteut by banks and other creditors ; where it can be seen that 
firms or individuals have conducted their business sitnilarly 
to that of Messrs, Fletcher and Co. or Lindsay and Co., anything 
like extension of time is to be strongly deprecated, Better tirat 
the China trade should be cleared of such firms, who are dishonour- 
ably living on the prestige of its former puituers, It is of great 
importance for the well-being of the future that the losses of 
1866 should have their full weight at once, aud not drag into a 
new year. In times like the lute panic it was the bounden duty 
of bankers and vthers to exteud accommodation to partics kuown 
to be prudent and respousible. Let it not, however, be felt that 
arrangements "’ for compromising or carrying over engagements 





can be easily aud lightly made, or we shall never restore the |

Medical Report of the Campaign carried on by Gordon's 
Anglo-Chinese Contingent against the Taipings in the Province 


of Kiangsu in 1863 and 1864, By Assistaut-Surgeon Morrirr, 
67th Regt. Newcastle-upon-Lyne, 1866.-—In this little 
pamphlet Doctor Moffitt has resumed in brief all the more 
important events of the Taiping campaign, laying especial 
stress on those which bore most forcibly upon the medical 
history wherewith he was chiefly concerned. The history of 
the events themselves has yet to be chronicled, but we eagerly 
welcome this first contribution to a methodical account of the 
most important era that has yet arisen in the intercourse of 
China with foreign nations. With the circumstances which 
led to the organisation of Gordon's force all are tolerably 
familiar. The death of Ward, the episode which determined 
the fate of Burgevine, Holland’s failure, and subsequently 
Gordon's investiture with the command, are to readers of con- 
temporary Chinese history as detailed in our columns 
familiar as household Words. It is only necessary for 
us to recall one fact, namely that the force was under 
Gordon’s command from April 1863 to June 1864, or 
about fowteen months, during which time it was engaged 
twenty-eight times in different parts of the province of Kiangsu 
‘The hospital accompanied hend-quarters, and was consequently 
first established at Sung-Kiang, but was thence transferred to 
Quinsan, when the latter city was captured from the rebels and 
made the centre of military operations against the remaining 
insurgent strongholds, The peculiar nature of the country— 
cut up by creeks aud canals in every direction, while it facili- 
tated the execution of Gordon's strategic measures was equally 
favourable to the medical officers. Water communication 
between the scene of a battle and the depot was slways avail- 
able, and thus the wounded, so soon as their wounds were 
dressed or the necessary operation performed, were transferred 
to boats kept in readiness for the purpose, and were carried 
without disturbance of any kind to the shelter of the hospital. 
The result was, of course, a far lower rate of mortality than 
must inevitably have occurred had there been avy of the shaking 
and knocking-about of an ovetland transport. The natural 
features of the country thus played a part in the ex- 
periences of the surgeon, and we find another 


impor- 
tant element introduced into his calculutions in the 
moral and mental characteristics of the Chinese con- 


sidered as patients. A Chinaman is naturally of the 
lymphatic temperament, and being free from any liability 
to nervous depression or mental exaltation as dependent upon 
physical causes, has little to fear from inflammatory action 
which in so many cases steps in and rubs the surgeon of his 
greatest triumphs, In habit temperate and even abstemious, 
a Chinese patient has no predispositiun to disease, and there- 
fore the shock produced by a severe wound or surgical operation 
leads to none of the appalling effects to which Europeaus under 
similar circumstances are liable. Of this we bave abundant 
proof in the tabular statements which accompany Dr. Moffitt’s 
report, but e-en independently of the corroboration we might 
reason @ priori that such would be the fact, It is to be regretted 
that the pressure of constant and absorbing work prevented 
the preparation of elaborate reports regarding each remaark- 
able case, as Dr. Moffitt’s experience would have been valuable 
in the higiest degree to the medical profession, Sufficient, 
however, has been done to show that in the writer of the pam- 
phlet before us the Chinese Government bad a faithful and 
untiring officer, aud the English army medical service a worthy 
representative in whose hands the houour of the British army 
and that of the medical profession were alike safe. We abstuin 
from quoting details which would prove uninteresting to the 
general reader. The work itself will amply repay perusal, and 
may be obtained from the publisher.

(PRODUCE MANKETS REVIEW, SRD NOVEMBER. ) 
Tt has always Leen considered ditficult to ascertain the value of te: 
although no exact standard of comparison has yet been obtained. it

tales av a true crittrion of the price they ought to give. When uo sales 
are held, the market becomes torpid, and brokers complain of the great 
difficulty of selling goods. It is therefore hard to uoderstand why the 
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usual series of sales was omitted this week. The reason assigned—that 
there were five Tuesdays in the month —seems to us to render the subject 
more difficult of comprehension than before, and we are certainly quite at 
a loss to explain why it was not held. Whatever the cause may be 
the usual results have followed. The trade have reduced their purchases 
to the lowest possible ebb, and a very large sale, representing the unsold 
accumulation of three weeks, is announced for next Tuesd: So large 
@ quantity as 40,000 packages put upon the market, principally without 
reserve, will it is thought afford a conclusive test of the probable course of 
price, and the transactions pending the sales have been almost nomiral. 
Immunity from prejudice is no more characteristic of the tea market 
than of any other branch of trade; and in this, as in other things, the 
habit of judging from appearances is sometimes carried to an excess. Not 
that the habit of so judging necessarily leads to erroneous conclusions, 
but articles should not be condemned for their looks alone when other 
tests can be applied, The value ofa tea is determined not only by the 
liquor which is produced by infusion, but also in a great measure by the 
appearance of the leaf previously—that », form, and colour. Ex- 
perience teaches that these three are generally associated more or less with 
the quality of the tea itself; and hence it comes that the value of thearticle 
is determined almost as much by these three incidental considerations as 
by the quality of the tea after infusion, which is after all the most essential 
hang. Retail tea-dealers are apt to lay a great deal of stress on the 
secondary qualifications, because the public, as arule, will not buy tea 
ith ill-formed leaves, or containing much dust. We make these remarks 
because we think that if grocers drew their customers’ attention to the fact 
that teas of an unprepossessing appearance were not necessarily bad in 
quality, there would be no great disinclination to give those kinds a trial, 
the lessened value of which is caused by a defect in the appearance of the 
sample. At the present moment there is on the market a quantity of Broken 
Leaf, or Dust, which retailers might be inclined tooverlook simply on account 
of its appearance, but which is to bo obtained of a quality, in many instances, 
of the finest description, although so!d at less than the price of common 
Congou. That this is the case with a great proportion of the Broken 
Leaf Tea on offer we are not prepared to assert ; but in several instances 
they have come under our notice not only is the quality better and the 
flavour more agreeable than that of many other teas, for w! three times 
‘as much money has been paid, but the second liquor is almost, if not 
quite, as good as the first. And the reason of this is obvious. The boil- 
ing water acts directly upon the small fragments of leaves, instead of being 
retarded (as is the case with larger leaves) in its action by first unfolding 
the leaf, and then extracting the theine from it. By the time that the leaf 
in ordinary samples of tea is fully unrolled and capable of being sub- 
mitted to the action of the hot water, the liquid has lost a considerable 
amount of its heat, and the essence of the tea-leaf is consequently but 
imperfectly extracted. 

‘The gradual decline in stocks from 107,379,611 lbs. in June, the maxi- 
mum point which they have reached during the present year, to 83,862,890 
Ibs. on the last day of September, unless counterbalanced by some over- 
whelming increase in exports or decrease in imports, points to an increase 
in the consuming power, and consequently in the general prosperity of the 

‘eountty. Taking the period of nine months for 1866 and 1865, we find 
from the Board of Trade Returns that the imports for that portion of the 
present year are more than 11,000.00 Ibs. in excess of last year; there 
is also a deficiency of more than 4,500,000 Ibs. in our exports; and an 
increase of about 5.000,000 Ibs. in the deliveries for home consumption. 
No reliable couclusions can be drawn from the comparison of single 
months in the same year with each other ; and we should not therefore be 
justified in assuming a decrease in consumption because there is a falling 
off in the deliveries for September as compared with those of August and 
July in the same year. But, taking the corresponding month in the three 
successive years 1864, 1865, 1866, we find that the deliveries for con- 
sumption have increaced in each year for that particular month by more 
than 500,000 Ibs. There has also been a marked increase for the nine 
months in the deliverivs, the figures for the three years being in rouud 
bambets 66,000,000 Ibs., 73,000,000 Ibs, and 76,000,000 Ibs. respec- 
tively.

On the 2nd inst. an examination took place before Alderman Finnis, of 
parties implicated in a charge of ecuttling the ship Severn, near Cape de 
Verde Islands, on the 16th June last, with intent to defraud the London and 
Caledonian Marine Insurance Company and the underwriters at. Lloyds. 
The prisoners, Thomas Berwick, master mariner and shipowner, of The 
Willows, Brockland, Liverpool; Chas, W. L. Webb, late mate of the 
Severn; and Joseph Frederick, commission agent, alias “ Allsopp and 
Co.," having been placed at the bar, Mr. Buchanan informed the Court 
that he defended the prisoner Berwick, aud Mr. Wontner said he appeared 
for Deans. 

Mr. Lewis, who prosecuted, commenced by a very long statement of the 
facts. He said there was a fourth party implicated in the frauds—Lionel 
Holdsworth—who was not yet in custody, but he hoped that ere long he 
would also be brought to justice, as he would appear to be the prime 
mover in the whole of ‘these fraudulent transactions. The Scvrrn 
formerly belonged to a person of the name of Sweet, who, after doing 
sundry repairs to her, sold her for £6,000 or £7,000 to Holdsworth and 
Berwick. ‘The latter prisoner would be shown to have found the money 

aid at the time, about £500, and the jremainder was subsequently raised 
yy Berwick and Holdsworth, by means of biils of exchange and mort- 
Raxes. Obtaining possession of the vessel they at once took steps to send 
her to Newport to take in coals for Shanghai; and placed the prisoner 
Webb in her as mate. Mr. Lewis here read some correspondence which 
the police had found in prisoner’s (Berwick’s) possession in reference to 
Webb, from which it appeared that he had acted as mate in anotber of 
Berwick’s vessels, the June Brown, which had also foundered, and 
upon which large claims had been paid by the underwriters. "This 
veseel, Mr. Lewis said, lad been wilfully scuttled, and he intended to pre- 
fer a charge against them to that effect. References were also made in 
these letters to Berwick’s connection with Ruston, who was tried a few 
years since for scuttling ships. The Severn was chartered for Shanghai, 




















and proof would be given in evidence that Berwick and Holdsworth 
effected insurances upon the ship and freight for £17,000, treble her actual 
value. The master appointed was Captain H. T. Leyland, who would 
be examined asa witness, and would state distinctly that the Severn was 
scuttled by the mate, Webb ; that Berwick and Holdsworth arranged with 
him (Leyland) that he was not to interfere with the mate at all on his 
voyage in the plan of destroying the vessel, holding out an inducement 
that £700 would be given him if he acquiesced in all that was done. 
Witness would also prove that Deane got a man named Ward, for a con= 
sideration of £50, to register himself as the owner of the Severn. Papers 
on Deane's writing established that fact, and Ward would be called to give 
evidence. Mr. Lewis explained that as Berwick and Holdsworth had so 
recently lost the Jane Brown, they knew perfectly well they would be un- 
able to effect insurances on another ship ; so they determined to create a 
fictitious owner by putting Ward forward. Already evidence had been. 
adduced at a former hearing criminating Deane in insuring twelve cases 
of firearms for £1,500, consigned to the care of the captain ofthe Severn, 
which were proved to be only certain jars of salt. 

Hugh Thomas Leyland: 1 have been a master mariner since 1838. 
T took command of the Severn at Newport in March, 1866, at the request 
of Holdsworth, whom I had known many years. [A model of the vessel 
was produced in court.] Ihave known the prisoner Berwick 12 years as 
amaster mariner. In March, 1865, 1 received a letter from Holdsworth, 
which {have since destroyed. He asked in that to come to London, and 
I came at once. I saw lim at his office in Fenchurch-street, in company 
with Deane, who was acting as his clerk. He asked Deane to leave the 
room, and he did so, He said that his friends were about buying the 
‘Serern, which was on her passage to Newport, and bound for Shanghai, 
and that I was to be tho master. I returned to Liverpool, and 
a few days afterwards I had a letter from Holdsworth, asking me 
to go to Newport and join the ship. I went to Newport ac- 
cordingly, and there met Holdsworth and Berwick at the King’s 
Head. They told me they had a mate there in Newport who was 
to go in the ship, who was a trustworthy man, and well known to 
Berwick. Holdsworth said the mate was an eccentric character, but that I 
should have to bear with lim, and that he was to go the voyage fora special 
purpose, but that I was to keep aloof from, and not interfere with him, as 
it was only for the passage out, and he thought the ship would never reach 
her cestination. _ Holdsworth said it would take £7,000 to get the ship 
away from Newport, and that it would be £700 in my pocket if the ship 
did not arrive out. Berwick said Webb was put on board for a certain 
purpose, but he did not say the purpose. Holdsworth said he intended to 
insure her for £8,000 or £9,000. Holdsworth later in the day told me that 
he should advise me to insure my effects for £200. I told him I had not 
that value on board, but I should insure elfects for £100 and my life for 
£100, as usual. — Berwick told me all the money he possessed was in the 
ship. Webb was the same night introduced to me as the chief officer of 
the ship. Holdsworth said then that the Messrs. Allsopp would jxend 
out some cases of revolvers as cabin freight, and IT was to have 
£10 for carrying them. He also made me a present of a pair of sample 
revolvers, saying they were the same as were in the case. A day or two 
after Holdsworth came to clear the ship, and he then said that Webb had 
his orders and the ship would never reach China. Soon after the ship 
sailed Webb asked if he should get the ship's boats in order, 1 told him he 
it, and sails were made to them, Que day Webb was storing the 
abip’s stores and he told me he had opened one of the casea, He said it 
contained salt, and he expected as much. On the L4th of June the ship 
sprung a leak, and the men, after being at the pumps longer than their 
time, could not throw the water, I charged Webb with tampering with the 
ship, but he declared that he had done nothing wih her. After 
a time he came to me on the poop, and I said to him“ What have 
you done?” He had proposed to yet out the boats, and when he answered 
me he said he had bored a hole in her bottom, and that it could 
not be undone. I told him it was a mad transaction to do such a thing 
so far from land—that we were 1,400 miles from the Brazilian coast, and 
that the nearest land was 250 miles, and that he had better stop the hole. 
He said it was impossible to do 80, as he had broken the plug in driving 
into the inner skin. I then gave directions to the prisoner Webb to get 
the tackle up and to fprovision and water the boats for 20 days, ‘The 
“breakers” for water were ordered at Newport, at Webb's suggestion, and 
each held 10 gallons, When the ship had made 1O feet of water in the 
hold I called Webb and took him into the cabin. I told him he had 
ruined all of us, for the merest child could see the ship had been tampered 
with, I told him I would not leave the ship, but would go down with 
her sooner than face this exposure, and I wish I had gone down with her. 
It was about seven o'clock at night when I got into the boat, and I never 
saw her again, [ do not think it was possible for her to have floated for 
more than half an hour longer. The whole of the ship’s company were 
contained in three boats. Tiree days after leaving the ship we were 
picked up by the Arequipa, bound for Pernambuco, and were carried to 
that port. Webb and I came home together in the same vessel to South- 
ampton, We occupied the same cabin, and Webb then told me he had 
bored seven holes in the run of the si and that he had plugs which he 
could remove at his pleasure. When he told me this I told him it was 
safe to be found out, it was done so glaringly, and would 
one connected with it, He said that it had been done be 
done the trick for the Jane Brown. The * trick ” was boring and sinking 
her. I did not know the ship was insured for so much as £16,000, or 1 
should have had nothing to do with it. The case was then adjourned. A 
reward of £100 is offered for the capture of Holdsworth. 













































A letter from Suez, of the 12th says :—

dock wasfilled. Then the steamer Zuka, belonging to the Viceroy, 
entered amidst shouts from tie people. The Zaka was afterwards re- 
moved, and the dock was emptied—un operation which lasted six hours. 
‘The dock has been executed by French aud Egyptian engincers.” 
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Tue Tosacco Trpr.—In the city of Hamburg the manufacture of 
tobacco gives employment to over 10,000 persons, who turn out 150,000,000 
cigars a year, valued at $2,000,000, From Havana and Manila, Ham- 
burg imports 18,000.00 cigars a year, making an aggregate, including its 
own production, af 168,000,090 cigars, 153,000,000 of which are exported, 
leaving 15,000,000 for home consumption—allowing 40,000 cigars a day 
to an adult male population of 45000. In England, with a population 
of 21,000,000 in 1821, the consumption of tobacco was 15,598.152Ib., an 
average of 12 ounces per head for the entire population ; in 1831, with a 
population of 24,410,439, the consumption reached 19.533,8411b., or 13. 











ounces per head; in 1841, population 27,019,672, consumption 
22.309,360ib., or 13} ounces per head; and in 1851, population 
27,452,692, "the consumption was 28,062.841Ib., or 17 ounces 





‘of tobacco per head, showing a steady increase. In France the 
consumption of tobacco is 18} ounces per head, nearly half of 
which is snuffed ; in Denmark, in 1848, it wos 70 ounces per head; 
and in Belgium it averages about 73} ounces per head. A popular 
writer sets down the consumption of tobacco by the whole human 
family, annually, at 2,000,000 tons, or 4,480,000.000 Ib., or 70 ounces 
per head; and he adds that the annual tobacco crop of the world weighs 
as much as the wheat consumed by 10,000,000 of Englishmen, 
with a money value equal to all the wheat consumed in Great Britain 
Next to the United States, the principal tobacco-producing countries 
are some of the West India Islands, the States of Central and South 
America, Cuba, Hayti, Brazil, Peru, &c., in the East Indies, Manila, 
Java, China, &.; Asia Minor, Egypt, Turkey, Greece, Hungary, the 
southern parts of Russia, Holland, Belgium, the States of Germany, 
many of the departments of France, Algeria, Corsica, and Upper Savoy, 
are all noted for the culture of tobacco. ‘The total production of the 
world is estimated as follows:—Asia, 349,900,000 Ib. ; Europe, 
281,844,500 Ib.; America, 248,280,500 ; Africa, 24,300,000 ; Australia, 
714,000, making in all 995,039,000 Ib. 

Suiewneck Near THE Coast or Cuiva.—The Board of Trade have 
received from Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, C.B., Governor of Hong 
Kong, a report of an inquiry by a Marine Court into the circumstances 
connected with the total loss of the British ship Fairliyht, Captain Bush, 
commander, owned by Messrs. Redfern, Alexander, and Co., of London. 
It took place on the night of the 12th of June last, on a reef to the 
eastward of the island of Formosa, 184 Chinese emigrants were 
drowned. The Fairtight was laden with oil, opium. and other mer- 
chandise of Hong Kong, which port she left on the 29th of May, for 
California, carrying about 36U Chinese emigrants. The captain 
was not on deck at the time she struck. He had gone below to dress 
a wound in his leg, leaving his second mate on deck in charge, and had 
not been below ten minutes when he heard the look-out man call out 
“ Breakers ahead,” and almost immediately she ran upon a reef in what is 
termed Meiaco-Sima Group, to the eastward of the island of Formosa. 
‘The decision the court of inquiry came to was as follows:— 1. That the 
Fairlight was lost on the night of the 12th of June last on a reef between 
Rough Island and Broughton's Bay, in the Meiaco-Sima Group, and that 
184 Chinese and one European passenger were drowned. 2. ‘That, seeing 
the state of the weather, and the well-known dangerous nature of the 
group. the master acted with great imprudence, on sighting the island 
Kie-Kienson at 5 P.M, and subsequently other islands on the bow, in not 
altering her course so sto insure the ship passing well to the southward 
of them. 3. That after the ship was on the reef the master used every 
exertion to save the lives of those on board, and that tie lors of life among 
the Chinese was in a great measure the result of their own folly in 
endeavouring to save their personal property. The Court therefore 
adjudged the certificate of competency of William Bush to be sus- 
pended for six months." The inhabitants of the Meiaco- Sima Islands, as 
oon as they became aware of the wreck, lent what aid they could towards 
saving life, and had they not been prevented by the dangerous state of the 
weather they would probably have succeeded in rescuing everybody. 
‘When those who were saved reached the shore the islanders evinced the 
Greatest hospitality towards both Europeans and Chinese, giving them the 
best food and accommodation they could afford, and they not only re- 
fused any direct remuneration but gave up a large quantity of opium and 
oil washed ashore from the wreck without showing the least desire to ap- 
propriate any portion to themselves, Such disinterestedness and humanity 
are unfortunately too rare in this part of the world for conduct such as 
that of the Meiaco-Sima islanders to pass without special approbation, and 
the Court has suggested that the matter be brought to the knowledge of 
the chief naval officer of the station, in the hope that he may see fit to 
direct some expression of thanks to be made to the islanders by any of 
Her Majesty's naval officers who may visit the scene of the shipwreck. 

ARRIVAL oF JAPANESE IN AMENICA.—Among the arrivals in this city 
from Europe (says the New York Herald) are two Japanese, accumpanied 
by Mr. J. Oliphant as their friend and interpreter. ‘The party touk 
quarters at the St. James Hotel, where they were represented as Japanese 
princes. They remained in this city until last Monday, when they took 
their departure for Washington via the Carnden and Amboy Railroad. 
‘There is something a little problematical to the outside world in regard to the 
object of the visit of these distinguished foreigners to this country. They may 
possibly be veritable princesfineagnito, of whose mission we have had tio i 
mation—secrecy and despatch being a national trait with the Japanese— 
or they may be commercial agents, when the following facts are con- 
sidered: ‘he representatives of the United States, England, France 
and Holland serving in Yokohama concluded a commercial treaty some 
short time since with the Emperor of Japan, by virtue of which the 
peopie of those countries were guaranteed a more free and unembarrassed 
trade with the Imperial ports. It was remarked at the time that the 
action of the Emperor in perfecting this treaty was very distasteful to the 
Japanese nobles or native “protectionists,” who are always strongly 
opposed to any innovations tending to introduce forcigners or foreign 
influence into the country, other than the establishments permitted under 
the old laws to Holland. "Since the promulgation of the new treaty there 
have been serious internal troubles in the empire, the aristocrats opposing 
the Royal executive on some leading questions of State—probably the 
working of the new trade treaty. ‘This difficulty is most likely connected 
in some manner with the present visit of the princes to Washington.
